WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—(INS) 
—General opinion around Con­ 
gress these days on extension of 
federal rent control is that ex­ 
tension of the expiration date, 
Dec. 31, is a probability and pass­ 
age of a new control law a possi­ 
bility.

If no 
action is tak en, controls autom a­ 
tically expire Dec. 31. 
The housing expediter’s office 
estimates that 56,500,000 persons 
live in areas still under federal 
control containing about 8 ,100,- 
000 rental housing units.

19 ,300,000 and 1,8 00,000 homes have 
acted to k eep controls; 78 cities 
or towns with 2,000,000 persons 
and 360,000 units have voted de­ 
control through local and state 
option;

Slum And Low Rent

fTVHERE ARE a great many thin gs that a 
■** 
great man y people will be sayin g about 
H en ry L. Stimson n ow that he is dead. 
Mr. 
Stim son ’s place in con tem porary history—he 
was 83 years old—bears con siderable discus­ 
sion in order to un derstan d it. 
Not all his 
survivors are comfortable about their occa­ 
sion al failures to make it more easily un der­ 
stood. 
Occasion ally in the Un ited States a man 
gets too big to be processed in the usual 
ways. He n o lon ger fits the gauges in com­ 
mon life. 
This n ot on ly baffles, it madden s 
lesser men who are hurt by the un favorable 
comparison . They spare n o effort to whittle 
the out-sized men down to stan dard propor­ 
tion s. 
Somethin g like that happen ed to Hen ry 
Stimson , who was right much often er than 
he was perm itted to seem to be by the blin d 
resistan ce of his jealous con temporaries. It 
is pretty much the same thin g that has hap­ 
pen ed to Win ston Churchill. 
But Mr. Chur­ 
chill always has kn own how to dram atize 
himself. 
Mr. Stimson lacked color. 
All he had was in telligen ce, in tegrity an d 
a passion for service to his coun try. 
The 
debt owin g to him for his gen erous service 
is in calculable. 
He served in the cabin ets of 
four presiden ts. It is likely that he was more 
valuable in his lifetime to America than an y 
other American , 
in cludin g all the better 
kn own o n « who called on him for help. 


Was It Made In The U. S. A.? 
S 
ENATOR TAFT has n ot said a sin gle word 
in his campaign for re-election again st 
Joseph T. Ferguson , his oppon en t. 
He is 
n ot likely to say an ythin g again st him, for 
two reason s: 
1. Joseph T. Ferguson is n ot the Sen ator's 
real oppon en t; the real oppon en t is the C.I.O. 
an d the other un ion s which have fallen In to 
lin e behin d CXO. leaders. 
2. 
That would n ot be Sen ator Taft's way 
of campaign in g. 
He has n o an imosity for 
Mr Ferguson , therefore he won 't preten d to 
have an y. 
There is n o an imosity for Mr. Ferguson as 
an in dividual amon g the Sen ator's political 
frien ds in the campaign , either. 
They do 
n ot adm ire him for the kin d of campaign he 
is lettin g the C IO. an d its satellite organ i­ 
zation s put on in his behalf, but they have 
n othin g again st him person ally. 
This is a han dicap to Mr. Ferguson s back­ 
ers, who are specialists in the old-world po­ 
litical art of stirrin g up class bittern ess. They 
have been rackin g their brain s for dirty 
digs to make it appear that Taft, because 
his father was a presiden t of the Un ited 
States, is un worthy of the support of work­ 
in g people. 
They even have gon e to the ri­ 
diculous extrem e of poin tin g to Ferguson ’s 
lim ited vocabulary as proof that he is better 
than Taft. 
These an tics may be bell-rin gers where the 
people who thought them up came from— 
which was n ot Ohio. In this state, voters are 
in terested in urhat the man stan ds for. They 
are n ot votin g for or again st his an cestors, 
his vocabulary or the color of his tie. 
Ohio is formin g a deep dislike for the poli­ 
tical carpetbaggers who are run n in g the Fer­ 
guson campaign .

Fair Promotes German Industries 


■DUNTING flies again on the 
m ain Berlin streets in the 
American , 
British an d 
Fren ch 
sectors. The Germ an Republic’s 
black, red an d oran ge flags fly 
everywhere. The terribly beat up 
ex-Germ an capital seems to have 
a bigger lift, spiritually, than it 
got out of even the air lift. 
Reason for all this is the G er­ 
man In dustries Fair. It was a 
masterpiece of Allied propagan da. 
It flaun ted west German recovery 
right in the face of the Soviet 
zon e. 
The con trast is tremen dous. In 
the Soviet sector, the on ly n ew 
con struction is half a dozen Com­ 
m un ist Party headquarters build­ 
in gs an d a n ew Russian embassy. 
In the western zon e, recon struc­ 
tion is everywhere. The people 
are workin g an d the stores are 
full 
P art of this is adm ittedly fron t. 
Maj. Gen . Maxwell D. Taylor, U. 
S. comman der in Berlin , admits 
that he has 26 per cen t un em ­ 
ploymen t. With M arshall Plan 
mon ey, he has a W PA-type re ­ 
con struction program goin g which 


farm machin ery, machin e tools 
an d heavy iron an d steel pro­ 
ducts. 
There was an abun dan ce of 
household applian ces. The prices 
on man y of these items are low­ 
er than average prices for com­ 
parable items made in the Un ited 
States. For example, there are 
table model radios at 96 marks, 
or the equivalen t of $24; vacuum 
sweepers at $42; electric refrig­ 
erators at $150, an d baby gran d 
pian os in mahogan y at $1200. 
These items could hardly be 
con sidered as competitive with 
U. S.-made products, however, 
either as to quality or to style, 
except possibly the pian os, which 
are stan dard design . 


THIS FAIR was a w arn in g to 
the western world, too, that G er­ 
man y is a competitor to be reck­ 
on ed with in in tern ation al trade. 
West G erm an y’s exports give her 
a favorable balan ce of trade with 
the n on -dollar coun tries even to­ 
day, though she still has a trade 
deficit with the dollar coun tries. 
Perhaps the healthiest sign of 
all at the Berlin In dustries Fair, 
employs 58 ,000 people. A year however, was that other Euro- 
ago, Berlin production was on ly 
19 per cen t of the level of 1936. 
But today it is 30 per cen t of that 
level. An d it is still goin g up. 


THE THING 
that 
expressed 
this con fiden ce was the Berlin 
In dustries Fair. It ran durin g the 
first two weeks of October. By 
in ten t or otherwise, the fair en ded 
just as the Soviet zon e election s 
were held on October 15. 
While there was n o doubt about 
that on e-ticket outcome, the Ber­ 
lin Fair should give an east Ber­ 
lin er who visited it pause for 
thought. For the fair showed what 
postwar German y can be an d 
will be if it is un ified an d freed 
from Commun ist con trol.

He delegated his produc­ 
tion mobilization powers to var­ 
ious cabin et members an d to the 
In terstate Commerce Commission 
(ICC).

train in g. 
Some specialists have reported 
excellen t 
results 
by 
followin g 
Dr. Read’s methods. Others, how­ 
ever, are far less en thusiastic. 
Regardless of w hether this m eth­ 
od is used or n ot, mothers today 
get a far better deal at childbirth 
than their gran dmothers. They 
are much safer an d so are their 
offsprin g. 
Their pain an d discomfort can 
be relieved in an y on e of several 
differen t ways. There are man y 
satisfactory an esthetics which can 
be given by mouth, by vein or by 
in halation , all of which greatly 
relieve the pain of childbirth. 
Some physician s have had good 
experien ces with on e method an d 
some w ith an other. Sin ce they 
all represen t a great improve­ 
m en t over methods of the past, 
prospective 
mothers 
are 
best 
served if they chose their doctor 
early in pregn an cy an d let him 
decide w hat methods 
he wishes 
to follow. 
If they do this they can feel 
assured that their health will be 
well guarded, n ot on ly while car­ 
ryin g the child, but also at the 
tim e of delivery. It would be a 
grave mistake for a mother to in ­ 
sist that her doctor use some 
method that she has heard about 
but with which he was n ot fam il­ 
iar. 
Sin ce million s of women have 
children every year, childbirth 
can n ot be con sidered as an un ­ 
usual experien ce. It is comfort­ 
in g to kn ow that the safety has 
been so greatly improved an d 
that there are so man y methods 
of lessen in g the un pleasan t fea­ 
tures of the even t.

HPHE U.S. tan k an d in fan try drive in to this 
Red city stron ghold of North Korea is 
on e of the great stories of m odern Am erican 
m ilitary tactics. 
It has the dash an d color of Gen . George 
S. Patton ’s drive on Palerm o in Sicily an d 
the smashin g thrust across Europe by the 
American armies. 
It is the sort of operation which the Am eri­ 
can s un derstan d an d execute welL 
This was the way it happen ed: 
Wedn esday the U.S. First Cavalry Divis­ 
ion ’s Seven th Regimen t moved again st the 
little village of Hukkyo which n estles in a 
lin e of ridges blockin g the main approach to 
Pyon gyan g. 
There the en emy had made his 
stan d. 
All aftern oon an d all n ight the Seven th 
Regimen t fought at Hukkyo, repulsin g two 
coun terattacks durin g the n ight. 
Then Thursday morn in g the Fifth Regi­ 
m en t was shoved in to the battle. 
The Fifth moved across a river with tan ks 
leadin g the way. 
This thrust broke through 
the thin crust of Red resistan ce. 
A fter that 
the column barreled down the road. 
i 


AT TIMES the tan ks were racin g 35 miles 
an hour an d the Reds didn ’t have a chan ce 
to pull back an d defen d Pyon gyan g. 
They 
were overrun before they could 
retreat to 
prepared position s before the city. 
Col. Marcel Crombez of Portlan d. Ore., 
Fifth Regimen t comman der, said: “The Reds 
were shootin g at us all the way but we kept 
goin g.” 
This hard hittin g column didn ’t halt for 
small pockets of Red troops. 
It just shot 
them up from the road an d kept goin g ahead 
to let followin g un its deal with them later. 
An d as a result most of the bypassed Reds 
decided to surren der rather than fight. 
It was just three mon ths ago that the First 
Cavalry Division lan ded in Korea. 
For the first two mon ths the division was 
on the defen sive. 
Then came the breakthrough in mid-Sep­ 
tem ber an d the surge n orth. 
The drive on 
Pyon gyan g climaxed the First Cavalry’s rec­ 
ord in the Kcrean war. 
“I am on ly happy that I could live to fee 
this day,” said Brig. Gen . Fran k Allen . Jr., 
of Clevelan d, First Cavalry D. vision assist­ 
an t comman der.

McBride Sore 


Will Send Hospital 
Bill To Bert Bell 


By FRITZ HOWELL 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 23—(AP)— 
Arthur (Mickey) McBride, mili­ 
tant and millionaire owner of the 
Cleveland Browns, is about to 
try something new in professional 
footbalL 
He’s going to ask Commissioner 
Bert Bell to order the Chicago 
Cardinals to pay Brown end Len 
Ford’s remaining salary and hos­ 
pital and medical bills. 
Ford suffered a fractured jaw, 
cheek bone and nose, and lost 
several teeth in last week’s game 
with the Cardinals. 
“Ford was deliberately slugged 
by Pat Harder of the Cardinals,” 
McBride said. “The pictures of the ! 
game show our boy was blame­ 
less, and that Harder hit him 
in the face with his elbow inten­ 
tionally. 
“Football is a rough game, and 
we wouldn’t object if a boy were 
hurt on a legitimate play. But 
this was different. It not only in­ 
jured one of our outstanding play­ 
ers, but it jeopardized our chances 
in the league. The fault was pure­ 
ly that of the Cardinals, and we’re 
going to send the bill to Com­ 


missioner Bell with a request 
that he have the Cardinals pay it.” 
McBride, who made his state­ 
ment just before yesterday’s game 
with the New York Giants in the 
Polo 
Grounds, 
in 
which 
the 
Browns were defeated for the 
second time this year by Steve 
Owens club, 17-13, went on: 
“There is too much slugging 
and fighting going on, and tie 
officials don’t seem to do much 
about it. If they don’t want to 
play football, let’s fold the thing 
up. 
“If they want to make football 
a fight, we can play that way, 
too. But we won’t do it—we’ll 
just quit the game.” 
McBride said the pictures of 
the Cardinal-Brown game showed 
one of the officials calling a foul 
on Ford while he was on the 
ground after being injured, and 
that the Browns were penalized 
15 yards for roughness. 
“Ford hadn’t done a thing out 
of line, yet the official waved 


him out of the game while he was 
down, 
and 
Commissioner Bell 
fined Ford $50 (later rescinded) 
on the basis of the report maae 
by the official,” McBride said. 
“I don’t want to have anything 
to do with all this fighting, ind 
if it continues I’ll sell the fran­ 
chise and get out. We expect to 
lose some games, but we want 
a fair shake from the officials 
and the other teams. If we don’i 
get it, we’ll fold up.” 
Coach Paul E. Brown said he 
knew McBride was upset by the 
Ford and other incidents, and 
continued: 
“If Mickey sells the franchise 
you can bet I won’t be here next 
year either. It will be a whole 
new setup. My contract is a per­ 
sonal one with Mickey, not witn 
the football club.”
